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Council tax set 
to rise by 4.9% 


THE Vale Council 
has announced its 
budget proposals 
for the next finan¬ 
cial year, and is pro¬ 
posing a 4.9 per cent 
rise in council tax. 

On Monday, February 
3, the Council’s Cabinet 
will consider the pro¬ 
posals before a meeting 
of all councillors on 
February 26. 

A council spokesper¬ 
son said: “A larger than 
anticipated settlement 
from Welsh Government 
has increased the amount 
of investment that is 
possible and also eased 
the pressure on vital 


services. 

“The financial settle¬ 
ment means the council 
will not need to increase 
council tax at a higher 
rate than last year. The 
authority is proposing an 
increase of 4.9 per cent, 
which is below the pro¬ 
jected Welsh average. 

“The increase of 4.9 
per cent was the pre¬ 
ferred option when this 
matter was recently put 
to residents, with three 
times the average num¬ 
ber of respondents mak¬ 
ing their views known 
in this year’s budget 
consultation process.” 

However, the coun¬ 
cil says that “tough

decisions” will still need 
to be taken to deal with 
“the fallout from 10 
years of austerity”. 

On the plus side, 
the council lists the 
following: 

• Schools will receive 
an extra £6 million in the 
coming year, with £115 
million identified in the 
next two years to build 
new schools and reno¬ 
vate existing ones. 

• £1.7 million will be 
spend on road resurfac¬ 
ing to improve the Vale’s 
highway network. 

• £400,000 is to be 
invested into the area of 
Neighbourhood Services 
and Transport. 

• £135,000 will be 
pledged to school trans¬ 
port - avoiding the need 
to scale back current 
provision. 

• £1.25 million will be 
put towards future pro¬ 
jects aimed at tackling 
climate change.

Australian bush 
fires a result of 
‘ecological mania’ 

M Y son, a long term resident of Adelaide, 
Australia, has a love-hate relationship 
with the eucalyptus ‘gum’ tree, admir¬ 
ing it for the beautiful striped bark quality of its 
trunk, while being only too aware of its potential 
as a fire hazard. 

It is superbly adapted to survive fire itself while 
promoting combustion all around it. 

All eucalypti add a layer of bark yearly and in 
some species the dead bark is shed as tree litter, oil 
rich, highly inflammable and a perfect fuel. 

Reaching high temperatures, trees have been 
known to explode and the oil-saturated air of tree 
crowns facilitate the rapid movement of bush fires. 

The sap, equally flammable, flies off when 
burned, igniting fires up to 100 metres away. 

This is precisely what has been happening in 
many parts of the country. 

The Aborigines have long known the need to 
conduct controlled bums, aware that by not doing 
so invited gigantic wildfires and this precaution, 
together with establishing fire delaying dirt road¬ 
ways, was once standard practice throughout mral 
areas. 

Recent ecological mania has, however, replaced 
tried and tested common sense and it is now even 
illegal to clear the combustible tree litter, dead 
branches and fallen trees, enforced by huge fines by 
the National Parks and Wildlife managers. 

They might just as well urge people to pour petrol 
onto fire - the effect would be the same! 

Hopefully, the recent disaster might well reintro¬ 
duce a more pragmatic approach by the authorities.

Church tax 
‘unlawful’ 

C OMMUNITY Councils in Wales are tax¬ 
ing residents to give money to the Church 
for the upkeep of churchyards and incor¬ 
porated graveyards. 

This is despite the warnings from qualified legal 
professionals that this practice isn’t confirmed as 
lawful. 

The 1894 Local Government Act (England and 
Wales) expressly prohibited councils from spending 
any money on maintaining or improving Church 
property. 

In practice this includes the church building itself, 
the churchyard and the church hall. In 2014, Bran¬ 
don Lewis MP, who was at the time Parliamentary 
Under Secretary of State at DCMS, confirmed that 
the Government agreed that the 1894 prohibition is 
still in force. 

The Church claims that it is entitled to financial 
assistance from councils due to the 1972 local 
Government Act that enabled local councils to offer 
financial support for cemeteries (owned by local 
authorities or private concerns) and burial grounds. 
The Church argues that the graveyards within their 
churchyards are burial grounds. 

Legal experts and the UK government consider 
the specific prohibition on funding of church prop¬ 
erty (1894) to be stronger in law than the generalis¬ 
ing term “burial ground”. 

The 1972 Act also specifically refers to ‘Closed 
Churchyards’ in enabling councils to financially 
support them. 

This suggests that the spirit of the Act was to 
enable local councils to financially assist with the 
upkeep of closed churchyards, whilst maintaining 
the prohibition on financial support of churches that 
remain open. 

Our communities have people of different faiths 
and no faith. We should not be taxing people 
because our established Church is failing to engage 
with communities and to fundraise. For churches to 
survive, they need to engage and become relevant to 
communities again. 

I believe that insular churches, surviving on taxes 
from communities, will continue to see their congre¬ 
gations and relevance decline. 

Councillors agreeing payments to the church may 
be bringing their council into disrepute - although 
some councillors don’t care, as there is no penalty.

Council Tax rise 

C OUNCILLOR Moore has quoted in last 
week’s GEM that the increase in cash 
from the Welsh Government ‘will have a 
positive impact and reduce the amount of council 
tax we need to raise this year’. 

This is good news, but it begs the question why 
for a number of years the Vale of Glamorgan share 
of the Revenue Support Grant (RSG), which makes 
up about two thirds of the council’s budget, has 
always been one of the lowest funded in Wales and 
why the council has accepted this. 

The council state they have already had to make 
savings of £55m over the past 10 years. 

The article states that the average Band D council 
tax has increased by 16% in the Vale of Glamorgan 
since 2015/16, and considers that this compares 
favourably to 19% across Wales. 

However, the UK inflation rate for the same per¬ 
iod was 2.48% and most employed people have not 
received a pay rise of 16% since 2015/16. 

Those of us on a pension have not received a 16% 
rise either. 

It’s hard to comprehend why the council tax is 
going up at all when according to The GEM: ‘Vale 
Council reserves jump after making £5.8m ‘profit’ 
in 2018, and have usable reserves of £105m’ (The 
GEM September 12, 2019).

THE council has also ear¬ 
marked nearly £250,000 for 
electric vehicles to be added 
to the council’s pool car fleet. 

Cllr Neil Moore, the Leader of 
the Vale Council, said: “We have 
listened to residents when it comes 
to our budget proposals for the next 
financial year. The majority of those 
who responded to our consultation 
indicated they would prefer an 
increase in council tax of 4.9 per 
cent alongside some cuts that would 
normally accompany such a modest 
rise. That is exactly what we are 
proposing, but without the need to 
cut services. 

“Our suggested budget includes 


plans for significant investment in 
schools, which will mean better 
facilities and improved learning envi¬ 
ronments for our children, as well as 
money to be spent on infrastructure 
throughout the County. 

“However, it is important to stress 
that even though this promising news 
about our Welsh Government fund¬ 
ing is welcome, it does not represent 
a magic wand and solve our financial 
situation. 

“We will still have some diffi¬ 
cult issues to address brought about 
by the decade-long underfunding 
of councils across Wales. We will 
attempt to be creative in meeting 
this challenge, aiming to improve 
efficiency by reshaping services and 
avoiding cuts wherever possible.”

for town centres, says MP 


THE Vale of Glamorgan 
Council’s Cabinet will not 
consider a report on car 
parking proposals this 
month, despite promising 
to do so, leading to ques¬ 
tions over whether they 
plan to scrap the idea. 

The report was expected to 
recommend the introduction of 
car parking charges across the 
Vale. Alun Cairns MP, who has 
consistently campaigned against 
the introduction of parking 
charges, is calling on the council 
to confirm if they are killing 
proposals once and for all. 

The process raises questions 
over the internal costs of the 
report, which carries an esti¬ 
mated charge to the council of 
£45,000. 

The Vale MP says that it’s 
vital that the council decisively 
scraps the plans, providing local 
businesses and residents with 
certainty. 

Mr Caims said that the coun¬ 
cil must not dither or delay, 
but act promptly to put traders 
at ease. 

He added that if the principle 
of parking charges is introduced, 
the council will spend the com¬ 
ing years increasing the costs 
and the number of locations 
where charges apply. 


Mr Caims said: “The intro¬ 
duction of charges, even if 
brought in at a relatively low 
cost initially, will no doubt be 
the thin end of the wedge. They 
will use low charges to simply 
get the policy agreed and after 
a year or two, I can see costs 
spiralling. 

“It risks a huge amount of 
damage to our high streets and 
coastal locations, making it even 
more difficult for shop owners to 
recmit staff if they have to pay 
to go to work every day. 

“It penalises those who want 
to shop local and support local 
business, making it even more 
difficult for our traders to be 
competitive.” 

He added: “The machines will 
come at great expense and it will 
take years to pay them off before 
the council would benefit from 
any revenue. 

“I cannot see any benefit in 
pursuing this deeply damaging 
proposal. 

“What has this council got 
against our town centres? 

“Business rates are extortion¬ 
ate, buses services have been cut 
and now they plan to hammer 
in another nail by introducing 
car parking charges. More pro¬ 
gressive councils are abolishing 
charges to boost town centres. 
The Vale Cabinet now needs 


to confirm if they are scrapping the plans altogether, as they 
should.” 

A Vale of Glamorgan Council spokesperson said: “The 
Council has consulted on the development of a Car Parking 
Policy and all opinions expressed are currently being given 
further detailed consideration. A report on the matter will be 
presented to Cabinet in due course.”

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Man jailed for ‘frightening 
and brutal’ assault on 
police officers 


A MAN from Llantwit Major has been sent 
to prison after launching a “frightening and 
brutal” attack on emergency service workers, 
police have revealed. 

Kyle Lewis, aged 31, assaulted two police officers 
while resisting arrest for breach of peace at an address in 
Tre-Beferad in Llantwit Major on November 24 last year. 

Four other officers, who were drafted in to help their 
colleagues at the scene, sustained minor injuries. 

Two emergency workers required hospital treatment 
for their injuries. 

Police were called to a property in Tre-Beferad at 
around 8.45pm after receiving reports of a man acting 
aggressively. 

Chief Inspector for the Vale of Glamorgan Tony 
Williams said: “This was a frightening and brutal attack 
on emergency service workers who were attempting to 
go about their work to keep the public of south Wales 
safe. 

“This man put two officers through a traumatic ordeal 
which saw their Sunday night shift end in a hospital A&E 
admission and also resulted in time off work due to their 
injuries. 

“South Wales Police officers are committed public 
servants and, just like any other person, don’t come to 
work to be punched, kicked, spat at, bitten or threatened. 

“All emergency service workers deserve protection 
and must be able to go about their work without fear of 
being attacked. 

“We hope this sentence will act as a deterrent to pre¬ 
vent further attacks so that we can continue to police the 
communities of south Wales as effectively and efficiently 
as we can.”

Clampdown on 
flyposting underway 


ENFORCEMENT action will 
soon be taken by the Vale Council 
in a bid to tackle the problem of 
Hypo sting. 

IT is an offence to affix a picture, letter 
or sign to any surface of a highway or to 
attach such an item to a tree, lamppost or 
any other aspect of the highway without 
express permission. 

Such a practice is a form of littering and 
can blight areas of the county, which is 
why the council plans to clamp down on it. 

A Council spokesman said: “Under 
Section 132 of the highways Act (inserted 
S43 of the Anti-Social Behaviour Act 
2003), the council has the authority to 
issue a £100 Fixed Penalty Notice per 
poster and we will soon be exercising the 


power across the Vale. 

“In December alone, our Environmental 
Enforcement Officers noted 34 examples 
of flyposting, with every case at risk of this 
punishment.” 

Cllr Peter King, Vale Council Cabinet 
Member for Neighbourhood Services 
and Transport, said: “Flyposting is an 
unsightly and unwelcome practice that can 
have a significant detrimental effect on the 
appearance of an area. 

“Those responsible for flyposting should 
be warned that we will soon be exercising 
the extent of our powers to combat the 
issue. We intend to come down hard on 
those responsible and anyone found to 
have committed this offence could be 
looking at a penalty of £100 per poster.”

THE inspectors noted that ‘all 
practitioners have an exemplary 
understanding of child develop¬ 
ment,’ and that as a result, ‘the 
quality of teaching and learning 
across the setting is consistently of 
a very high quality.’ 

Subsequent case studies of the nursery 
school’s excellent practices have been sent 
to Estyn at their request. There are hopes 
that this sharing of practices will see the 
school contribute to the new Curriculum 
for Wales. Cabinet Member for Education 


and Regeneration, Cllr Lis Burnett said: 
“The outcome of the inspection is brilliant

The 21st Century Schools Programme is a long¬ 
term investment in educational facilities 
throughout Wales. It is a collaboration between 
Welsh Government, the Welsh Local Govern¬ 
ment Association (WLGA), local authorities, col¬ 
leges and diocesan authorities. 

More than £135 million is to be invested in 
secondary and primary schools across the Vale 
of Glamorgan between April 2019 and March 
2024. 

Our programme is all about delivering im¬ 
proved 21st Century learning spaces which work 
for teachers, pupils, and the wider community. 
The schools are designed to meet the needs of 
the curriculum now and in the future by provid¬ 
ing facilities for digital and outdoor learning, as 
well as specialist classrooms and social spaces.

Pencoedtre High School - Bouygues UK 


Bouygues UK will start work on the new 
£34.7 million build for Pencoedtre High 
School in spring 2020. Pupils and staff 
can look forward to the creation of a 
modern three-storey school building as 
well as brilliant sporting facilities, includ¬ 
ing a four-court sports hall, all-weather 
hockey floodlit pitch and grass rugby and 
football pitches. There will also be extra 
performance spaces for creative pursuits 
like theatre and dance.

Ysgol Bro Morgannwg - ISG 

The £21.44 million construction of the 
new buildings and refurbishment at Ysgol 
Gymraeg Bro Morgannwg builds on the 
strong relationship global construction 
services company ISG already has with the 
Vale of Glamorgan council. The project is 
on the site where ISG previously delivered 
the pilot Agilis model school, Nant Talwg 
Primary School. 

Work started on site in July 2019, taking 
advantage of the school being closed for 
the summer. Due to the complex nature of 
the project and to ensure the works create 
minimum disruption to day-to-day lessons, 
ISG maximise the holiday periods for con¬ 
struction. This strategy has enabled ISG to 
complete the site setup, demolish old 
buildings to create space for new buildings 
and deliver the steel frame for those build¬ 
ings. The biggest milestone achieved to 
date has been to complete the construc¬ 
tion of the new multi-use games area and 
biodiversity enhancements. The work is 
scheduled to be completed by August 
2021. 

ISG's primary focus whilst delivering the 
new school buildings is the safety of all 


those entering the school site. This in¬ 
cludes pupils, staff, visitors, construction 
traffic and construction personnel. ISG is 
implementing it's new "choose safe, 
choose health" programme at Ysgol Bro 
Morgannwg, which aims to harness the 
collective power of our everyday choices. 
Going beyond the typical approach to 
physical safety on sites, this industry-lead¬ 
ing programme seeks to provide the tools 
and conditions necessary to support a cul¬ 
ture of empowered people working to¬ 
gether towards health and safety every 
day. 

Since ISG started on the project, the 
project has had wide reaching benefits to 
the communities around the school.

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AMs vote to criminalise parents 
smacking their children 


MEMBERS of the Welsh Assembly have endorsed 
the Welsh Government’s bill to criminalise parental 
smacking during a debate on the proposal, rejecting 
sensible amendments to mitigate its effects. 

The final Stage 4 debate on the bill took place on Tuesday, 
January 28, when it passed and went on to achieve Royal Assent. 
Spokeswoman for the Be Reasonable Wales campaign Dr Ashley 
Frawley commented: “It’s truly sad that AMs have backed this 
legislation which will open the door to normal, loving parents 
being investigated by the police, cautioned and even convicted 
for actions that are a perfectly normal, and harmless part of 
family life. 

“This bill isn’t about giving children additional protections. 
The law as it stands protects children from violence and abuse at 
the hands of a parent or carer. This is ideologically driven. 

“It represents the views of a minority of self-styled ‘parenting 
experts’ who don’t like smacking, and feel that thousands of 
decent, loving parents across Wales should be forced to adopt 
their style of parenting. 

“The Welsh Government itself admits that reasonable chas¬ 
tisement is not harmful to children. The explanatory notes on 
the smacking bill state that there is ‘no definitive evidence that 
reasonable physical punishment causes negative outcomes for 
children’. So its hard to see how they can justify a law which will 
criminalise parents for such actions.” 

Dr Frawley continued: “It’s not just Welsh parents who will be 
affected, the law will apply to any parent residing in Wales. What 
will happen to EU nationals, or migrants from outside Europe 
who smack their child and are reported to the police? Being 
charged with a smacking offence could jeopardise their bid for 
citizenship. Welsh policy makers have not thought this through. 

During the evening’s debate, AMs discussed and voted on 11 
amendments by Welsh Conservative AM Janet Finch Saunders to 
mitigate the effects of the bill. 


Ms Finch Saunders’ amendments would have: placed a duty 
on the Government to promote public awareness of the smacking 
ban in specific contexts; reported frequently on the impact of the 
legislation; required the Government to give sufficient funding to 
local authorities and public bodies; and delayed implementation 
of the new law until an out-of-court ‘diversion scheme’ is in 
place. 

All of the amendments Ms Finch Saunders tabled were rejected 
apart from two relating to reporting on the effects of the law. 

During the debate, several AMs, including Ms Finch Saunders, 
spoke out against the change in the law. 

Ms Finch Saunders said the feedback AMs on the Children, 
Young People and Education Committee received on the bill 
during scrutiny had been “overwhelmingly negative”. “The 
committee consultation showed that two thirds of respondents do 
not support the ban.” 

She raised concerns over the impact the ban will have on social 
services departments in Wales: “...the deputy minister admitted 
to the committee that she is still unable to produce a complete 
estimate for referrals for reasonable chastisement at an all-Wales 
level... I am still cautious about the effect the bill could have on 
already low budgets”. 

Fellow Welsh Conservative Darren Millar AM stressed that 
the Welsh public are massively opposed to the bill, saying that 
polls consistently find more than two thirds opposition; while 
Mark Isherwood AM accused AMs of being out-of-touch, saying 
AMs in the ‘Cardiff Bay bubble’ are failing to listen to the public 
on this issue. 

Speaking as a grandparent, granduncle and father, he said he 
is personally concerned at the ‘snooper’s charter’ a smacking 
ban will introduce. Mr Isherwood also mentioned polling by this 
campaign which found that seven in 10 Welsh councillors are 
opposed to a smacking ban, and nine in 10 do not feel that their 
local authority has the resources to cope.

Even though the 
financial advisors were no longer in business 
he received compensation of £48,000.

After the pit closed in 1988 he was advised 
by an agent of PEARL ASSURANCE (now 
Phoenix Life) to transfer his miners pension to 
them. He noticed his pension wasn’t as much 
as his friends who stayed in the British Coal 
Scheme. Compensation -£112,638. 


Mrs N. worked for the LOCAL 
GOVERNMENT in CARDIFF. In 1991 
she was persuaded by a sales agent of 
STANDARD LIFE to transfer her pension to 
them. When she retired she realised she 
was getting a much lower pension than her 
friends who stayed with the Government 
Pension. Compensation - £62,143.

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Plans for revamp of 
towns is a ‘sticking 
plaster, not a solution 9 


COMMENTING on the news that the 
Welsh Government is to invest millions 
of pounds into struggling towns, Mark 
Isherwood AM/AC said: 

“It’s just a few weeks after I outlined the Welsh 
Conservatives’ vision for rejuvenating coastal and 
rural towns, and what I have seen in the reports 
about the Welsh Labour Government’s plan is a 
sticking plaster, not a solution. 

“In the Welsh Conservative Debate on 
Community Regeneration on January 8,1 expressed 
concern at the lack of progress in addressing pov¬ 
erty in Wales, highlighting that five of the 10 most 
deprived areas in Wales are located within towns, 
including Rhyl, Merthyr Tydfil and Wrexham.” 

He added that the Welsh Conservatives’ motion 
proposes that the Senedd ‘...acknowledges the 
particular challenges faced by seaside and market 
towns with higher retail vacancy rates and higher 
levels of deprivation than in other parts of Wales, 
and called upon the Welsh Government to estab¬ 
lish ‘Seaside Town and Market Town Funds’ to 
support regeneration in communities across Wales. 

“As FSB Cymru has argued, towns are funda¬ 
mental to the way that Wales works, with small 
towns in Wales accounting for almost 40 per 
cent of the whole population of the country - and 
we need a new approach for our high streets... 
struggling under the weight of a number of issues, 
and we have now reached a critical time for these 
businesses”. 

“A Welsh Conservative Government would 
therefore establish a Seaside Town Fund and a 
Market Town Fund to help regenerate Wales’ local 
communities, with £200 million to be invested in 
our local areas over a five-year term. These funds, 
which would enable communities to decide how the 
fund is to be invested within their local area, will 
help to support vital local services and businesses, 
and emphasise the Welsh Conservatives’ commit¬ 
ment to ‘levelling-up’ investment across Wales 
and restoring Welsh towns and communities. 

“The Welsh Retail Consortium notes Wales has 
the highest non-domestic rates multiplier in Britain 
and a higher empty shop rate than in any other part 
of the UK. 

“While Labour only provides 100% rate relief 
for retail properties up to a rateable value of 


£9,100, a Welsh Conservative Government would 
extend this to £15,000. 

“Welsh Conservatives also proposed that 
the Senedd ‘...regrets the failure of the Welsh 
Government’s Communities First programme to 
tackle poverty in the most deprived communities 
of Wales’, and ‘...recognises the need to deliver, 
in practice, a co-productive approach to commu¬ 
nity regeneration, with community involvement in 
co-designing and co-delivery of local services’.” 

Mr Isherwood said: “Eight years ago the Welsh 
Government rejected the WCVA and CREW 
(Centre for Regeneration Excellence Wales) report 
Communities First a Way Forward, which found 
that community involvement in co-designing and 
co-delivering local services should be central to 
any successor tackling poverty programme. 

“Five years later, and after spending half a 
billion pounds on it, the Welsh Government 
announced that it was phasing out Communities 
First, having failed to reduce the headline rates of 
poverty or increase relative prosperity in Wales.” 

Noting that Wales has had Labour Welsh 
Government for almost 21 years, Mr Isherwood 
referred to the fact that the Joseph Rowntree report 
on UK poverty published in December 2018 stated 
that “.. .of the four countries of the UK, Wales has 
consistently had the highest poverty rate for the 
past 20 years’. 

Two months previously, a Bevan Foundation 
State of Wales Briefing found that “... the relative 
income poverty rate in Wales was higher than that 
in England, Northern Ireland, and Scotland; the 
proportion of working age adults in poverty in 
Wales was higher than in any other UK nation, and 
the pensioner poverty rate in Wales was far higher 
than in the other UK nations.” 

Mr Isherwood noted that last May, the End 
Child Poverty Network reported that Wales was 
the only UK nation to see a rise in child poverty - 
to 29 percent - since the previous year. 

He added: “All mainstream political parties 
want to tackle poverty. Labour claims that ‘only 
the state can guarantee fairness’. Their centralised, 
top down approach means well, but fails badly. 

“As evidence repeatedly confirms, embracing 
the co-producing revolution in our towns and com¬ 
munities trumps ‘top-down’ approaches towards 
community engagement any day.” 


Hike in police’s share 
of council tax imminent 


THE money residents pay to the 
police in south Wales is likely to 
rise by between 5% and nearly 8% 
next year. 

The potential South Wales Police pre¬ 
cept rises have been laid out in a report 
from police and crime commissioner Alun 
Michael set to be considered by the police 
and crime panel in Merthyr Tydfil today 
(January 30). 

The exact rise will not be known until the 
force has received confirmation of police 
grant funding for 2020/21 from the Home 
Office which is likely to come before the 
meeting, so a firm proposal should be made 
by the commissioner at the meeting itself. 

The General Election in December 
delayed the announcement of the grant for 
2020/2021 so final approval cannot be given 
until it is known. The commissioner’s report 
said that the likely range of precept increases 
has been calculated by looking at the impact 
on resources and the cost pressures that the 
Police face. 

Last year, a 10% precept increase to 
£257.52 was implemented, despite not 
enough members of the panel voting in 
favour of it. The report shows that next 
year’s increase will depend on whether there 
is allowance made in the police grant for 
inflation. If this is the case, the rise is likely 
to be 5% but if not, it is likely to be just 
under 8% (7.85%). 

The force is planning to make £1.25 
million of savings for 2020/21 which will 
come from increased collaboration, procure¬ 
ment, transport, income generation and fleet 
management. 

These will mean that the force has cut 
its budget by £60 million since 2010 due to 
funding from UK Government decreasing by 
a third in that time. 

The largest area of spending for South 
Wales Police is on staffing which accounts 
for about 80% of the budget and successive 
years of budget cuts have meant a reduction 
of 432 police officers. 

Based on a flat cash settlement and precept 
increase of 5%, this is the force’s projected 
spending for next year which would leave a 



£4.9 million budget gap before any extra efficiency savings 
are included: £280.5 million on employees; £3.5 million 
on direct staff; £11.3 million on premises; £5 million on 
transport; £23 million on supplies and services; £17.5 million 
on agency and contracted services; £12.9 million on capital 
financing costs. Once income and specific grants are taken 
into account, this means a total spend of £303.5 million for 
next year. When external grants and a 5% precept increase 
are factored in, it takes it down to £298.6 million, leaving a 
remaining budget gap of almost £5 million. 

The budget on proposed capital schemes for 2020/21 
is over £48 million and the estates scheme budget is over 
£39 million, which includes a tactical firearms range and a 
new learning and development centre at its headquarters in 
Bridgend. 

The capital budget also includes £1.95 million for infor¬ 
mation and communication technology (ICT) and just over 
£2 million for the vehicle replacement programme. 

The police consults on its budget proposals each year 
and this year, South Wales Police received more than 1,000 
responses to its consultation with 766 (73%) saying they 
are willing to pay more for their policing which the report 
indicated that the public realise the risk around decreasing 
funding for policing.

New homes to be 
heated and powered 
from clean energy 
sources 


ASSEMBLY member Huw 
Irranca-Davies is backing 
ambitious new proposals set 
out by the Welsh Labour 
Government which would lead 
to all new homes in Ogmore 
and across Wales being heated 
and powered only from clean 
energy sources from 2025. 

This is part of wider Welsh 
Government plans to address the cli¬ 
mate emergency it declared last year. 

The proposals include: Improved 
energy efficiency from 2020 which 
will lead to a 37% reduction in C02 
from new dwellings, compared with 
current standards, and save home- 
owners £180 a year on energy bills 
(based on a semi-detached home). In 
addition, all new homes will need to 
be future-proofed, to make it easier to 
retrofit low carbon heating systems. 

Phasing out the use of high-carbon 
fossil fuels and moving to cleaner 
ways to heat our homes though the 
introduction of low carbon heating and 
energy generation, such as renewable 
energy sources (photovoltaic panels), 
heat pumps or district heat networks, 
which involve heating and hot water 
to multiple buildings from a central 
heat source. 


Improving energy efficiency thor¬ 
ough introducing measures that limit 
heat loss and reduce the demand for 
heat, such as triple glazing and higher 
standard fabrics for walls, roofs, 
floors, and windows. 

Improving air quality by ensuring 
the supply and removal of air to and 
from a space or spaces in a building 
provides good air quality. This will 
also help ensure people’s physical 
well-being is maximised. 

When the new building standards 
are implemented in full in 2025, 
homes should produce 75-80% less 
C02 emissions than ones built to 
current requirements. 

Ogmore AM Huw Irranca-Davies 
said: “This is welcomed news from 
the Welsh Government that will help 
tackle climate change and help to keep 
down household energy costs now 
and in the future. The climate crisis 
is the biggest challenge of our time 
and housing is a key contributor to it, 
as new and existing homes currently 
account for 9% of Welsh greenhouse 
gas emissions.” 

“If we are to tackle the climate 
crisis and meet the ambitious target 
set by the Welsh Labour Government 
to reduce greenhouse gas emissions by 
95% by 2050, we need to take action 
now!”

Smacking ban: 6 The state should not 
be telling people how to parent’ 


THE message from Janet Finch-Saunders 
on January 21 on the controversial 
Smacking Ban Bill was clear: “The 
state should not be telling people how to 
parent.” 

Mrs Finch-Saunders, the Member for Aberconwy 
whose shadow ministerial portfolio includes chil¬ 
dren and young people, outlined a situation where 
if the Bill is passed, parents and guardians could be 
subject to arrest and criminal proceedings if accused 
of smacking to discipline their children. 

One of the respondents to the Welsh Conservatives’ 
survey that indicated 79% of respondents were 
against the ban, a figure higher even than the 
committee’s consultation. It showed that around 
two-thirds of the respondents did not support the Bill 
to outlaw reasonable chastisement. 

Quoting the respondent to the survey, she said: 
“There are already laws in place and it is not neces¬ 
sary to seek to criminalise parents. The impact on a 
child of a parent taken away by police is greater than 
the impact of a slight smack.” 

She made the comments during a passionate 
debate in the Chamber on the Smacking Ban Bill, 
formally known as Children (Abolition of Defence 
of Reasonable Punishment) (Wales) Bill. 

If passed, it would make it a criminal offence to 


smack a child as a form of punishment. Opponents 
have reasoned that making it a civil offence - such 
as the smoking ban introduced last year - would be 
more reasonable. 

She continued: “If convicted, parents and families 
could end up with permanent criminal records, harm 
to employment chances and potential separation 
could be the end result.” 

She argued that there will need to be a continuing 
public information programme to keep both new 
parents and visitors to Wales aware of the ban, and 
others who may witness what they believe to be a 
breach of it. 

She said: “It is essential that the public is provided 
with information about what they can do if they see 
something. I think the Deputy Minister’s repetition 
that ‘safeguarding is everybody’s business’ doesn’t 
cut through to the concerns we have. We want to 
make sure members of the public are confident 
enough to feel they’ve correctly judged a particular 
situation. 

“And to ‘judge’ is the key point here. The Welsh 
Government is asking everyone to be well-equipped 
enough to see that an incident would definitely merit 
police or social service involvement. It would only 
be after a visit from the police or social services that 
context can be determined. And by then, the damage 
could already be done.”

Shedding light on the universe 
with Cosmology Corner 


I RECENTLY hit on a repeat of a Brian 
Cox documentary in which he explained 
how the finite speed of fight gives astron¬ 
omers a window into the very early 
Universe - almost, but not quite, as far 
back as the Big Bang itself! 

Hubble Deep Field images show galaxies which 
are so distant from us, that the light we are now see¬ 
ing from them has taken 13 billion years to reach us. 

We know that the Universe started around 13.8 
billion years ago, so these galaxies are among the 
very first to have emerged as the vast hydrogen and 
helium clouds created from the Big Bang started to 
coalesce. 

It has long been known that sound has a definite 
speed. 

At a cricket match, spectators notice a delay 
in seeing the batsman strike the ball and actually 
hearing the sound of the impact. During a storm, 
the intense heat generated in a lightning flash (three 
times hotter than the surface of the Sun) expands 
the air in its vicinity causing vibrations which we 
hear as thunder. 

If the storm is one mile away, we hear the thunder 
five seconds after seeing the lightning. 

The speed of light, however, is another matter 
altogether. Right up until almost the end of the 17th 
century it was believed that light was transmitted 
instantaneously regardless of distance, ie at an 
infinite speed. 

Pointing his telescope at Jupiter in January 1610, 
Galileo saw four points of light strung out alongside 
the planet. Noting that their relative positions 
changed hour by hour, he concluded that they were 
large satellite moons orbiting the planet. These 
‘Galilean moons’ have been given the names Io, 
Europa, Ganymede and Callisto. 

A half century later, the Dutch astronomer Ole 
Romer was tasked with making detailed measure¬ 
ments of the orbital period of the innermost of these 
four satellites, Io. Romer, working at the Paris 


Observatory, compiled extensive observations of 
the orbit of Io by timing how long it took to emerge 
from behind Jupiter after successive eclipses. 

Io’s orbital period is now known to be 42.5 
Earth days, the satellite being eclipsed by Jupiter 
once every orbit. Romer’s initial timings were very 
consistent as he observed successive orbits, but by 
timing the eclipses over several years he noticed 
something peculiar. 

He found that when the Earth was on the opposite 
side of the Sun from Jupiter, ie at its furthest, Io’s 
orbital period was 22 minutes longer than when the 
Earth had moved in its own orbit to be on the same 
side of the Sun as Jupiter, at its nearest, some six 
months later. In a brilliant insight, Romer realised 
that the time difference must be due to light having 
a finite speed. 

Light from the Jupiter system had to travel 
further to reach Earth when the two planets were 
on opposite sides of the Sun than when they were 
closer together a half year later, when both were 
on the same side of the Sun. Romer concluded that 
light requires 22 minutes to cross the diameter of 
the Earth’s orbit. 

The Dutch scientist Christiaan Huygens first did 
the simple arithmetic of dividing the diameter of the 
Earth’s orbit by the time difference of 22 minutes 
and came up with the value of 131,000 miles per 
second for the speed of light, 26% lower than the 
true value of 186,000 miles per second. 

The difference was due to errors in Romer’s 
estimate of the maximum time delay (the correct 
value is 16.7 minutes) and an imprecise knowledge 
of the Earth’s orbital diameter. 

Most importantly, however, in 1676, Romer’s 
data gave the first proof that the speed of light 
was finite, and its first quantitative estimate was 
in the right ballpark. In later life, Romer served as 
Copenhagen’s mayor and prefect of police, but he 
is remembered today for being the first person to 
measure the speed of light.

I was therefore glad to 
see so many people coming together over the course 
of the morning, sharing their thoughts, worries, and 
concerns. Sitting around the table, drinking tea, 
eating good food and having a good-old fashioned 
chat. 

“I would like to thank the staff, suppliers of 
food produce, members, and everyone else who 
supported the event before, during and after. We 
couldn’t have done it without you.”

Raising awareness of 
children and Type 1 
Diabetes 


A ‘CHILDREN and Type 
1 Diabetes Day’ is taking 
place on February 3 to raise 
awareness of early symp¬ 
toms, so that children can 
be diagnosed before they 
become seriously unwell. 

An event organised by Diabetes 
UK Cymru and sponsored by Jayne 
Bryant AM, it is being held at the 
Senedd to launch ‘Children and 
Type 1 Diabetes Day’ and celebrate 
the achievements of children in 
Wales who live with the condition. 

Amy Evans, former Wales inter¬ 
national rugby player is now an 
ambassador for the Diabetes UK 
Cymru’s ‘Know Type 1’ campaign. 
The Ospreys’ woman player of the 
year in 2019 has won 35 caps since 
making her debut against England 
in 2015. 

She said: “I was lucky to have 
been diagnosed at age 11 because 
my family knew the signs of type 1 
diabetes. 

“Along with the challenge of liv¬ 
ing with type 1 diabetes has come 
the motivation to succeed. 

“All children and young people 
with type 1 diabetes should kn ow 
that it doesn’t have to hold you back, 
and if safely diagnosed, people with 
the condition can go on to achieve 


anything they want”. 

Children and young people with 
type 1 diabetes will share inspira¬ 
tional stories about how they man¬ 
age their condition day-to-day, while 
achieving remarkable things. 

As part of this campaign, Diabetes 
UK Cymru is asking parents, carers, 
teachers and members of the public 
to be aware of the signs. 

The four most common symp¬ 
toms of type 1 diabetes, also 
known as the 4Ts, are: 

• Toilet - going to the toilet a 
lot, bed wetting by a previously dry 
child or heavier nappies in babies; 

• Thirsty - being really thirsty 
and not being able to quench the 
thirst; 

• Tired - feeling more tired than 
usual; 

• Thinner - losing weight or 
looking thinner than usual. 

If a child has any of the symptoms, 
take them straight to the doctor and 
insist on a test for type 1 diabetes 
there and then. 

All it takes is a quick and simple 
finger-prick blood test, which a GP 
can carry out straight away and can 
diagnose the condition in minutes. 

If not quickly identified and 
treated, type 1 diabetes can lead to 
diabetic ketoacidosis (DKA), a con¬ 
dition which can be life-threatening.

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Schools welcome removal of 
parents’ rights in religion, 
relationships and sex education 


THE Education Minister for Wales 
confirmed recently that parents will not 
be able to prevent their children from 
learning about religion, relationships and 
sexuality in the new curriculum. 

Ruth Davies, president of school leaders’ union 
NAHT Cymru, said: “School leaders welcome 
this decision, which follows strong representation 
by NAHT. Going forward, this will help keep our 
next generation of learners safer than they would 
otherwise have been. 

“RE and RSE are subjects that are vital to 
ensuring that young people have the knowledge and 
understanding to safely and successfully navigate 
life outside school. 

“Although we agree that this decision will 
need sensitive and careful implementation, we are 
delighted that Wales is leading the way in ensuring 


that all children have full access to the information 
and education they need. 

“It is so important that all children and young 
people are able to learn about themselves, their 
physical and mental health, their relationships, and 
how to keep themselves safe, in an age appropriate 
way. 

“Otherwise, as is the case now, too many children 
get bad and even harmful information from the 
internet or from their peers. 

“It is only through engaging with different beliefs 
and a diversity of views that pupils can develop an 
understanding of and respect for themselves and 
others. This is vital for their life in modem Britain. 
Indeed, it is a government requirement of schools 
to promote British values, including respect and 
tolerance. 

“These subjects are too important for young 
people to miss.”

THE UK Government has announced a 
new railcard for military veterans, which 
will be launched on Armistice Day this 
year and Vale MP Alun Cairns is calling 
on all veterans to sign up to receive theirs. 

The Veteran’s Railcard will be available from 
November 11, offering a third off train travel to 
more than 830,000 veterans who do not qualify 
for existing discounts. Initially, the card will cost 


£21 during an introductory period, before the price 
rises to £30. 

Alun Caims MP said: “In the Vale, we have a 
community of military veterans due to the presence 
of the base at St Athan who will benefit from the 
new railcard. I’m calling on all veterans to make 
sure that they sign up to receive it, and benefit 
from this initiative.

Men’s Forum learn about 
the forgotten conscripts 


BARRY Men’s Forum welcomed 
Jacqueline Swift, a native of Malawi 
who has lived in the Vale of Glamorgan 
for many years. 

Today the present generation know very little, 
if anything, of this band of conscripts from World 
War Two who played a major role in winning the 
war. Jacqueline, on a visit to the Big Pit coal mine 
museum at Blaenavon, was drawn to a plaque 
referring to the wartime exploits of young men 
working underground helping the war effort. 

These conscripts came from all over Britain and 
were declared unsuitable, due to certain health 
problems, from serving on the front line duties. 
Many able-bodied miners were away on service 
with the Armed Forces; a serious shortage of 
miners was the result. Mined coal was getting 
very scarce: in some areas only three days’ supply 
was stocked. 

The Government of the day drew up plans to 
recruit personnel who had no mining experience, 
in actual fact 50,000 recruits were needed for the 
war effort as coal powered the railways, shipping, 
and armament factories, to name just a few. To 
recruit, labour ballots were held and if those 
selected refused working underground it carried 
a severe punishment £100 fine, three months in 
prison or both. 


frugal and protective clothing was conspicuous by 
its absence. 

On completion of training they were supplied 
with boots and worked in their clothing as pur¬ 
chased prior to recruitment, as a conscript. The 
mines were not in the least safety conscious: 
underground conditions were very primitive, no 
pithead baths or toilets. 

Wages for a seven day week totalled £3.50 and 
out of this rent was deducted at £1.25 per week, so 
times were harsh. The conscripts played a massive 
part in World War Two but on the cessation of 
war, no official recognition of their part was 
given by successive Governments until 1989. 
Such events as Armistice Day in London were 
banned as parading through Whitehall, no medals 
had been issued, hence a group of former Bevin 
Boys of which Warwick Taylor from Oakdale led 
a petition for acknowledgment of their wartime 
efforts and this was achieved, citations and medals 
were given. 

The rules restricting parading in Whitehall has 
been rescinded, and at last their effort have been 
acknowledged. A museum at Bishop Auckland, 
Co Durham has been created recalling these very 
brave men’s labours. 

The presentation given today was excellent and 
thought provoking of ‘man’s inhumanity to man.’ 


THE January meeting of the Dinas Powys 
WI was well attended and turned out to 
be a lively and interesting evening.

national stem cell register. 

After a short quiz (to test members’ knowledge) 
and subsequent discussion of each item, a vote was 
taken on which subject to put forward. The one 
which had the majority of votes was the subject of 
modem-day slavery.

A Beautiful Day In 
The Neighborhood dram¬ 
atises the meeting of an 
emotionally bruised jour¬ 
nalist and softly-spoken 
children’s TV host Fred 
Rogers, who preached 
understanding and com¬ 
passion for more than 30 
years on his half-hour 
educational series Mister 
Rogers’ Neighborhood. 

Regular forays into 
the Neighborhood of 
Make-Believe in the 
company of hand pup¬ 
pets allowed Rogers 
to directly address his 
audience and shepherd 
pre-schoolers through 
tricky rites of passage. 

Scriptwriters Micah 
Fitzerman-Blue and 
Noah Harpster bookmark

Music video director 
Matsoukas, best known 
for her Grammy Award¬ 
winning work behind 
the camera of Beyonce’s 
black positivity anthem 
Formation, makes a 
splashy feature film 
debut with impeccable 
soundtrack credentials. 

The jazz and Delta 
blues of Herbie Hancock 
and Little Freddie King 
jive comfortably next 
to the rap and R&B of 
Mike Jones and Lauryn 
Hill, whose soaring track 
Guarding The Gates is 
her first new music in 
more than five years. 

Occasionally, 
Matsoukas makes cre¬ 
ative missteps - inter¬ 
cutting an erotically 
charged sex scene in a 
car with a violent street 
protest is heavy-handed 
and risks emboldening 
the very stereotypes the 
film seeks to tear down. 

Daniel Kaluuya and 
Jodie Turner-Smith are 
handsomely matched as 
the luckless love birds, 
who become poster chil¬ 
dren for racial injustice. 

They play Slim and 
Queen, who sit in the 
booth of a late-night 
Ohio diner, exchanging 
pleasantries on a hast¬ 
ily arranged first date. 

It transpires that lawyer 


Queen decided to accept 
Slim’s invitation after 
three weeks of silence 
because she craves com¬ 
pany following the state 
execution of a client. 

“You didn’t have 
any friends or fam¬ 
ily you could call?” 
asks Slim. “So you 
turned to Tinder?” 

On the awkward 
journey home, Officer 
Reed (Sturgill Simpson) 
pulls the couple over 
for a driving violation. 

A fractious interroga¬ 
tion in the cold culmi¬ 
nates in Slim shooting the 
cop dead in self-defence. 

“You’re a black man 
who killed a cop, then 
took his gun,” summa¬ 
rises Queen, who argues 
that their only viable 
course of action is to flee. 

“I’m not a crim¬ 
inal,” pleads Slim. 
“You are now,” som¬ 
brely replies his date. 

Severing contract with 
nearest and dearest, the 
reluctant fugitives head 
to New Orleans to lie low 
with Queen’s estranged 
uncle Earl (Bokeem 
Woodwine) and his 
harem of lovelies, 
including the luminous 
Goddess (Indya Moore). 

Queen & Slim is gal¬ 
vanised by the two leads, 
whose relationship deep¬ 
ens convincingly during 
a ramshackle road trip 
down south with police 
forces in hot pursuit. 

Screenwriter Lena 
Waithe engineers dra¬ 
matic detours that occa¬ 
sionally strain credulity. 

The final 20 minutes 
feel a little disjointed 


but a protracted set 
piece involving Chloe 
Sevigny masterfully 
cranks up the on-screen 
tension without any 
consideration for the 
state of our fingernails.

Based on a Vanity Fair 
article and a subsequent 
book, The Suspect, by 
Kent Alexander and 
Kevin Salwen, director 
Clint Eastwood’s qui¬ 
etly indignant drama 
is a stark reminder of 
how easily rumour 
and supposition can 
be mistaken for “fact”. 

Scriptwriter Billy Ray 
distils three months of 
trial by media and at 
least one potential vio¬ 
lation of Jewell’s civic 
rights into a compelling 
character study anchored 
by a winning perfor¬ 
mance from Paul Walter 
Hauser as the do-gooder, 
who pursues public 
service with a tenacity 
that errs uncomforta¬ 
bly close to obsession. 

Sam Rockwell is 
terrific as the down-on- 
his-luck lawyer, who 
is hired to pick at the 
seams of the FBI’s con¬ 
duct and restore lustre 
to Jewell’s unfairly 
tarnished reputation. 

Meanwhile, Kathy 


Bates is deservedly 
Oscar-nominated for her 
heartrending portrayal 
of Jewell’s besieged 
mother, who feels humil¬ 
iated by searches of her 
home in full view of 
clamouring TV reporters. 

“They went through 
my underthings,” she 
sobs to her son. “How 
much indignity do 
they want us to take?” 

For more than a 
decade, Richard Jewell 
(Hauser) dreams of a 
role in law enforcement. 

In 1996, he is proud 
to work as a security 
guard at the 26th 
Summer Olympics in 
his home city of Atlanta. 

During a concert in 
Centennial Park on the 
middle weekend of the 
Games, Jewell spots 
an unattended bag 
and raises the alarm. 

His swift and 
decisive action saves 
countless lives and 
he is anointed a hero. 

FBI Agent Tom Shaw 
(Jon Hamm) and partner 
FBI Agent Dan Bennet 
(Ian Gomez) come 
under intense pressure to 
apprehend the bomber. 

They incorrectly iden¬ 
tify Jewell as a suspect 
because his profile “fits 
the hero-bomber to a T”. 

Kathy Scruggs 
(Olivia Wilde), a hard- 
nosed journalist with 
the Atlanta-Journal 
Constitution, trades 
on her potent sexuality 
to extract confidential 
information from Shaw 
and splashes the FBI’s 
suspicions about Jewell 
across the front page. 

The FBI is forced to 
respond, calling Jewell 
in for questioning 
under false pretences 
while a voracious 
media pack swarms 
around the home of his 
disbelieving mother, 
Bobi (Kathy Bates). 

As public opinion 
wavers, the grossly 


maligned loner hires 
lawyer Watson Bryant 
(Sam Rockwell) to refute 
the bogus accusations. 

Richard Jewell restores 
Eastwood’s stature as a 
gifted humanist director 
after a painfully miscon¬ 
ceived reenactment of 
another terrorist outrage 
in The 15:17 To Paris. 

The problematic and 
hotly disputed depiction 
of Scruggs, who bums 
white hot courtesy of 
Wilde’s performance, 
doesn’t extinguish the fire 
in the film’s belly about 
presumed innocence. 

The truth many set you 
free but it can also chain 
you tightly to suspicion.

SULLY’S Jason 
Greenslade has 
never won the 
World Indoor 
Singles crown, but 
he came close to 
breaking that duck 
when producing 
his best perfor¬ 
mance in the tour¬ 
nament for eight 
years when reach¬ 
ing the semi-final 
at Potters Leisure 
Resort, in Norfolk. 

It was in 2012 that 
the 49-year-old pre¬ 
viously reached the 
last four of the com¬ 
petition, going on to 
progress to the final 
that year, where he 
lost to Andy Thomson, 
and he came agonis¬ 
ingly close to another 
appearance in the 
showpiece only to lose 
narrowly - 8-7, 8-5 - 
to Nick Brett in a tight 
affair on the portable 
blue rink. 

“I felt as if I had 
played my normal 
game, I would have 
won,” he said. 

“I felt Nick was 
there for the taking and 
my record against him 
is very good. I was 
annoyed with myself. 
I led in both sets - I 
felt I had the fish in 
the net, but somehow 
he bit through it and 
wriggled away.” 

Greenslade, who 
has been clinging on 
to his top-16 spot for 
the past couple of 
years, needed a good 
tournament to cement 
his place on the World 
Bowls Tour’s elite 
list and started well 
by beating Australian 
qualifier Brendon 
Egan 8-7, 10-2, in the 
first round, only to 
then come up against 
world No 2 Greg 
Harlow, the darling of 
the Potters crowd and 
one of the pre-touma- 
ment favourites. 

Losing the first 
set 10-3, Greenslade 
looked to be on his 
way out, only to stage 
an amazing fightback 
that won him the sec¬ 
ond set 10-8, before 


winning a nervy tie- 
break on the final end. 

That gave him a 
quarter-final berth 
against 2018 champion 
Mark Dawes and he 
again lost the first set 
only to bounce back 
and edge the second, 
before winning the first 
two ends on the best- 
of-three-ends lottery. 

Brett, though, 
proved a game too far 
and although the civil 
servant pushed the No 
6 seed all the way, 
he couldn’t quite do 
enough to get over the 
line. But Greenslade 
was in bullish mood 
afterwards, safe in the 
knowledge that he had 
moved back into the 
top 10, while proving a 
few doubters wrong on 
the Norfolk coast. 


He said: “To come 
here, my main aim was 
to put in a good perfor¬ 
mance after Perth. 

“My aim was to get 
to the quarters and I 
was really pleased 
with the way I played. 
I’m playing more like 
myself. I attack a bit 
more than the other 
players and that is what 
I like. I probably gam¬ 
bled once too much.” 

“I have had lots 
of fun and I really 
wanted to win, but 
honestly, I didn’t really 
want to win for me, 
I just wanted to win 
for my dad - I know 
he’s watching - and 
for my mum, as they 
have been with me on 
a 40-year-old journey.”
